DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American hiventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
intemational application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AJPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1. Claims 3-6 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Amold 
et al. (U S Patent Number 5,905,719). 

Regarding claims 3-6, Amold et al. discloses all of the claimed invention as set forth in 
the instant application, additionally Amold et al. discloses a method and system for wireless 
internet access, further Amold et al. discloses a transmitting frames of data over a wireless 
access system each frame having a plurality of data slots (figure 4), comprising the steps of 
identifying the types of traffic being transmitted between a first communication device and a 
second communication device (which reads on column 1 lines 34-44); reserving at least one data 
slot in a frame for each type of traffic being transmitted between the first communication device 
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and the second communication device and including a control time slot in the frame that 
identifies the first communication device the second communication device (which reads on 
column 6 lines 50-67), and the traffic type of each data slot in the frame (which reads on column 
4 lines 40-56). 

Regarding claims 12-16, Arnold et al. discloses everything claimed, as applied above 
(see claim 3) Arnold et al. discloses a transmitting frames of data over a wireless access system 
each frame having a plurality of data slots (figure 4), means of identifying the types of traffic 
being transmitted between a first communication device and a second commxmication device 
(which reads on column 1 lines 34-44); means of reserving at least one data slot in a frame for 
each type of traffic being transmitted between the first communication device and the second 
communication device and means of including a control time slot in the frame that identifies the 
first communication device the second communication device (which reads on column 6 lines 
50-67), and the traffic type of each data slot in the frame (which reads on column 4 lines 40-56). 

Regarding claim 17, Amold et al. discloses all of the claimed invention as set forth in 
the instant application, additionally Amold et al. discloses a method and system for wireless 
intemet access, fiirther Amold et al. discloses a transmitting frames of data over a wireless 
access system each frame having a plurality of data slots (figure 4), comprising the steps of 
identifying the types of traffic being transmitted between a first communication device and a 
second communication device (which reads on column 1 Hues 34-44); reserving at least one data 
slot in a frame for each type of traffic being transmitted between the first communication device 
and the second communication device and including a control time slot in the frame that 
identifies the first communication device the second communication device (which reads on 
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column 6 lines 50-67), and the traffic type of each data slot in the fi-ame (which reads on column 
4 lines 40-56). 


Citation of Pertinent Prior Art

data flow in a wireless network connection; 

Forrest (U. S. Patent Number 6,084,875) discloses routing of internet traffic and related 
internet service provider services; 

Forslow (U. S. Patent Publication Number 2003/0039237) discloses common access 
between a mobile conmiunications network and an extemal network with selectable packet 
switched and circuit switched service;
